President's  Report 


It  is  my  distinct  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  85th 
annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  When  I  think  back  over  the  years  of 
the  past  presidents  and  the  illustrious  group  that  have 
preceded  me,  I  feel  very  humble  in  my  position  here  today. 

This  year,  so  far,  has  been  very  interesting  and  fortu- 
nately we  have  a  great  physician  and  director  on  our  team  at 
VCU  who  happens  to  be  here  with  us  today,  Dr.  Wyndham 
B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  of  the  class  of  medicine,  1950.  He  is  the 
chief  up  at  VCU  which,  of  course,  is  our  upper  body.  I 
think  we've  made  some  progress.  As  you  know,  it  is  a  State 
law  saying  that  MCV  must  keep  its  identity.  Over  the  past 
years,  since  the  merger  of  MCV  and  RPI,  there  has  been 
quite  a  bit  of  discussion  about  MCV  getting  its  recognition 
under  VCU.  Your  officers  this  year  have  been  very  active 
in  attempting  to  clarify  some  of  the  points  that  have  been 
under  consideration,  and  I  do  think  we  are  making  progress. 
In  fact,  this  is  unofficial,  but  I  heard  through  the  grapevine, 
that  someone  uptown  is  looking  over  all  the  stationery  to 
see  whether  it's  nice  to  scrap  it  and  start  over  or  whether 
it's  going  to  be  too  costly  and  maybe  they  will  have  to  use 
the  stationery  they  presently  have  for  a  few  more  years. 
Wyndham,  we're  happy  you're  a  member  of  us,  and  we're 
proud  of  you. 

Now  the  best  part  of  my  job,  so  far  this  year,  the  past 
six  months,  has  been  visiting  the  various  chapters  in  North 
Carolina  and  Virginia.  I  was  unable  to  attend  the  one  in 
Florida,  because  of  the  senior  dance  which  was  held  on 
the  17th  of  May  and  I  think  Dewitt  Daughtry  represented 
us  at  that  meeting  in  Florida.  I  have  not  been  able  to  attend 
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all  the  chapter  meetings  which  I  would  like  to  but  it  is  just 
physically  impossible.  Mr.  Reginald  Rooke  will  represent 
me,  Dr.  Earle  Strickland  has  represented  me,  and  Dr. 
Walter  Green  is  going  to  represent  me  at  a  meeting  week 
after  next.  I  can't  travel  all  the  time  and  the  pocketbook 
sort  of  gets  empty,  too.  The  president  doesn't  get  any  funds 
and  I  don't  know  whether  you  know  that  or  not,  this  is 
personal  expense.

From  the  School  of  Medicine  there 
is  some  good  news  and  some  bad 
news:  the  good  news  is  that  the  class 
entering  on  August  26,  1974,  is  the 
largest  entering  class  in  the  long  his- 
tory of  our  institution.  The  bad  news 
is  that  in  selecting  this  class  more  ap- 
plicants have  been  turned  away  than 
ever  before  in  any  given  year. 

This  summer  marks  the  completion 
of  the  third  phase  in  construction  of 
the  Medical  Education  Building,  it  is 
presently  being  occupied  and  provides 
the  basis  for  the  expansion  of  the 
medical  school  class  to  168  members. 
As  a  result  of  the  phenomenal  number 
of  young  men  and  women  choosing  to 
apply  to  medicine,  applications  to 
medical  school  are  at  an  all-time  high 
in  the  history  of  medical  education.  A

In  the  mid  1950's,  the  administra- 
tion of  the  School  of  Medicine  eval- 
uated the  position  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  projected  ex- 
pansion to  meet  the  need  for  physi- 
cians based  on  population  predictions. 
By  1959  planning  was  underway  for 
the  construction  of  the  Medical  Edu- 
cation Building.  The  freshman  class 
size  was  84  in  number  and  that  year's 
freshman  class  was  drawn  from  397 
applicants.  Although  selections  were 
in  a  ratio  of  1  out  of  5  applicants,  a 
relatively  modest  number  of  313  were 
turned  away.  By  1963  the  first  phase 
of  expansion  had  been  completed  and 
Sanger  Hall  was  occupied.  The  class 
of  96  entering  students  was  selected 
from  an  applicant  pool  of  664,  a  se- 
lection ratio  of  approximately  1  in  7. 


More  than  560  applicants  were  turned 
away. 

Five  years  later,  in  1969,  the  expan- 
sion in  class  size  had  reached  135, 
the  number  of  applicants  had  risen  to 
1,503.  This  resulted  in  a  selection 
ratio  of  approximately  1  in  1 1  and 
resulted  in  turning  away  1,368  ap- 
plicants. 

This  year,  with  the  completion  of 
the  third-phase  construction,  we  are 
able  to  admit  a  class  of  168  students 
representing  a  one  hundred  per  cent 
expansion  of  the  class  size  over  that 
of  1959,  when  planning  began.  How- 
ever, the  number  of  students  applying 
for  those  spaces  has  reached  an  aston- 
ishing 3,403.  In  this  circumstance  the 
selection  ratio  is  less  than  1  in  20 
and  3,235  applicants  have  had  to  be 
turned  away. 

Hundreds  of  man  hours  are  spent 
by  the  Admissions  Committee  in  speak- 
ing with  the  applicants,  their  families 
and  friends,  reviewing  the  application 
materials  and  supporting  credentials, 
and  discussing  the  qualifications  of  the 
candidates  in  Committee  sessions. 
Their  thoughtful  approach  to  the  com- 
parative selection  process  is  a  search 
for  those  individuals  whose  personal 
characteristics,   activities,  and  ablities

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best  predict  a  potential  for  meeting  the  health  needs  of  Vir- 
ginia and  the  nation.  The  individuals  making  up  the  appli- 
cant pool  are  as  a  whole  well-qualified  by  education  and  ex- 
perience and  large  in  number.  They  have  had  advice  and 
counsel  from  faculty  members  of  their  colleges  and  univer- 
sities and  their  family  physicians. 

It  may  be  helpful  to  you  as  you  meet  with  potential  can- 
didates, who  want  to  know  about  the  medical  profession  and 
the  circumstance  of  application  to  medical  school,  to  draw 
on  some  of  the  following  items  of  information. 

The  undergraduate  academic  achievement  of  the  total 
applicant  pool  averages  in  the  B+  range,  at  approximately 
3.2.  Their  scoring  on  the  Medical  College  Admissions  Test 
ranges  on  the  average  from  550  to  590  in  the  various  com- 
ponents of  the  Test. 

With  increasing  population  pressures,  MCV  continue  to 
give  preference  to  residents  of  Virginia.  This  priority  re- 
sulted in  eighty-seven  per  cent  of  our  present  class  being 
Virginia  residents.  The  22  nonresidents  currently  enrolled 
in  that  class  were  drawn  from  2,689  nonresident  applicants. 

Please  note  that  at  the  time  of  this  writing  we  are  still 
more  than  60  days  away  from  the  first  day  of  classes  and 
some  of  the  class  characteristics  may  change  in  that  interven- 
ing time.  A  more  detailed  discussion  of  the  class  character- 
istics will  be  available  for  a  later  issue.
